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(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To provide an intermediation service to introduce 
language learners to teach languages each other among different countries, 
SOLUTION: An Internet user registers a member profile in a member profile server 1 
via an ISP which the user subscribes by paying a membership fee to this service 
agency. Parameters of a mother tongue' and languages of interest' are described in 
the member profile. When the member logs m the servicehe/she can use special chat 
service to teach languages one another with foreign peopSe, Rules of the chat service 
is established that oniy two languages can be useda chat corner having an upper limit 
of the number of participants is sorted into plural chat comers so that members are 
properly mingled among different countries and the chat corners are run in parallel. A 
sorting work of the log- in members is performed by a language learning community 
broker 3 operated by a provider of the service.

DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[Field of the invention]Especialiy this invention relates to the intermediation service 
of the linguistic [ between foreign countries ] common student using the Internet chat 
service about the Internet chat service. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior ArtjAithough the group lesson, in a language school or a 
linguistic classroom is an effective means as a method of mastering the conversation 
in a foreign Sanguagefor exampleabout several persons' group lesson is performed in 
the English conversation schoolln order to receive a iessonhe must go out to a school 
or a ciassroomand the charge of attendance is also high. 

[0003]On the other handthe Internet chat service with which two or more persons 
can talk by writing on the Internet using the function of personal computer 
communications has already spread widely. In this Internet chat servicevarious kinds 
of chat corners divided according to the theme are providedand the user can 
participate from the terminal of a persona! computer etc. freely to a theme with him, 
[ interesting ]

[Prob!em(s) to be Solved by the InventionjThe purpose of this invention is to provide 
the environment which a member can teach mutually as a means to master the 
conversation in a foreign languageusing the above-mentioned Internet chat service, 
[OOOSiOther purposes of this invention are to provide the environment in which the 
conversation in the member and foreign language of a foreign country is possible 
without moving from their seat more cheaply than the charge of attendance of a 
linguistic classroom, 
[0008] 

[Means for Solving the ProblemjLinguistic [ between foreign countries ] common 
student agency and a chat service system by the Internet of this inventionWhen an 
Internet user pays this service entrepreneur a feeA member profile which contains a 
parameter of a "native language" and "an interesting language (foreign language to 
learn)" in a member profile server via ISP (Internet Service Provider) which has joined 
is registered, 

[0007] And a linguistic study community broker whom a provider of this service will 
manage if registration membership logs in to this serviceWth reference to a 
parameter of a "native language" in a member profileand ^an interesting 
Sanguage"oniy two languagesthe above "native language'' and "an interesting 



language" distribute to an usable chat corner. 

[00083The member who has participated in a chat comer can peruse a profiie of other 
members who have participated in the same chat corner. It makes it possible to 
establish communication by the Internet telephony by referring to an address of the 
Internet telephony terminal registered into the profile. 

[0009] That isthis invention is intermediation service which introduces a ****** 
student teach language study mutually between foreign countries. The Internet user 
can register a member profile of seif into a member profiie server by not being 
concerned with which ISP is joined but paying this service entrepreneur a fee. 
[OOlOjThe contents of the profiie comprise a parameter of personal information and a 
check of aecuracyLe.an examinations performed by this service entrepreneur. For 
examplea namea mug shotagesexa nd an address in a profile can be checked with an 
automobile license etc. If an examination ends by this service entrepreneura login 
name and a password wiii be given to the Internet user, 

[001 1]The 1st feature of this invention is that a member profile has a parameter of a 
"native language" and "an interesting language." A member profile is used for 
introduction of address information for calling informationincluding a partner s 
identityi.e.a mug shotschool edueationan interesting languagea hobbyetc.and a 
partners Internet telephony terminal in a point of introducing a member who lives in a 
foreign country or his own country to arbitrary members, moreover — although used 
also for attestation at the time of login in this service of a member — this — this 
service provider and a member — the person himself/herself — it is not opened to 
except 

[0012]The 2nd feature of this invention is performing intermediation service which 
introduces ****** teaching language mutuaiiy through two steps between foreign 
countries. Firstif a member logs in to this servicespecial chat service for teaching 
ianguage mutuaiiy among exotic people can be used. This chat service is a rule which 
can use only two ianguagesa "native ianguage" and "an interesting ianguage "it 
distributes a chat corner with a maximum of the number of interveners to two or 
more chat corners so that a member may be suitably mixed between foreign 
countriesit makes them arrange in paraileland is run. 

[0013]For examplea chat corner of a rule which can use only same Japanese and 
German is made to use to people who he is [ people ] the Japanese member and want 
to learn Germanand people who he is [ people 3 the German member and want to 
learn Japanese. A linguistic study community broker whom a provider of this service 
manages does distribution work of a member who logged in. At this chat cornerwhen 
an Internet user of Japanese and Germans teaches language mutuafiyiinguistic study 
is enabled. 

[0014]To a member who has participated in a chat cornerthe 3rd feature of this 
invention enables reference of a profiie of a member who has participated in the same 
chat cornerand by that causelt is that an address of a terminal of the Internet 



telephony is shown so that the Internet telephony which is means other than a chat 
can be communicated; 

[0015]Whii© chat service of the Internet can be used in comfort very mentatiyit can 
treat only a character. In order to aim at a actuai Seaming effectit is necessary "to 
hear it" and "to talk/' By enabling an inspection of a profile of arbitrary members who 
are enjoying a chat at the same chat cornerand there being address **** persona! 
information on the other party Internet teiephony terminal in this profHeand referring 
to thisCommunication of the Internet teiephony is establishabie with a partner. 
[0016]The Internet telephony is a service area of the Internet telephony service 
providerand it is not contained in a service area of this invention. A service area of 
this invention is an agency & chatand forms business by a fee. 
[0017] 

[Embodiment of the Invention] Drawing 1 is a schematic diagram of a system 
configuration showing an embodiment of the invention. As shown in drawing tt he 
service provider of this service ernpfoys a member profiie server (0a chat server 
(2)and a linguistic study community broker (3X Thereforethis service provider makes 
the range surrounded with a dashed fine (9) scope of business, 

[OOlSjThe Internet user who wants to Seam as an exampb the German which ends to 
Japanthe Internet user who wants to iearn Japanese which ends to Germanyand ISP 
(A-F) which they use are shown by drawing h It supposes that there is ISP (D~F) in 
ISP (A~C) and Germany in Japanand this service provider (9) is taken as a neutrai 
thing at geographical conditions. 

[0019]ln drawing 1 a members web browser communicates with a Singuistic study 
community broker (3) in each country (45), A linguistic study community broker (3) is 
a Web server for reaSizing this serviGecooperates with a member profiie server (1) and 
a chat server (2)and reaiizes this service. 

[00203(6) In drawhgJ^Japanese member A (7) and the German member B (8) show 
the state of logging in to this service nowand the member A and the member B 
perform the Internet teiephony communication if needed. 
[QQ21]Prawing 2 is a member profile used in this inventionand its parameter. 
Especially in this inventionthe "native language" and the "interesting ianguage" are 
included as a parameter of a member profile, a iogin name and a password — this 
service provider and a member — the person himself/herself — it is not opened to 
except. 

[0022] Prawing 3 is a flow chart for explaining operation of this invention. 
Hereafteroperation of this invention is explained with reference to this flow chart 
[G023]Step 1: In drawing l if it accesses to a Singuistic study community broker (3) 
using a web browser when the member A (7) who is a member of this service uses 
this servicethe iogin screen (10) of drawing 4 will be displayed first. The member A (7) 
enters a iogin name (11) and a password (12)and ciicks a login button (13). 
[0024] Step 2 : If the fogin name (11) and the password (12) are propera linguistic 



study community broker (3)The member A (7) is distributed to the chat corner in 
which the member A (?) wants to participate from a member profile server (1) with 
reference to the parameter of the ''native language" in a parameter (29)and "an 
interesting language/' For exampSesupposing the member A who lives in Japan wants 
to learn Germanit will distribute to the chat corner of the ruie which can use 
Japanese and German, The member of Japanese and Germans can mainly distribute 
to this chat corner, 

[0Q25]When restriction is provided in the number which can participate m one chat 
group in that case and the group's number of intervenors exceeds predetermined 
restrictionthe member who logged in newly can distribute to the group of other chat 
corners. This has too much a group's numberand it is performed in order to distribute 
preventing the talk becoming in diffuseand load, Thereforeas shown in drawing 5 
depending on the membership which logs inthe number which a " 6&pzn%%%-<^&rm&n 
chat corner" arranges in parallel and runs fluctuates according to the number of 
intervenors, 

[GQ26]Thusif the group in whom the member who logged in participates determtnesa 
linguistic study community broker (3) will generate the web page (14) where the chat 
client (15) of the Java applet shown in drawing 6 w as embeddedand will display on the 
browser of member A (7X From this timethe member A (7) can enjoy a chat with the 
member who logs in now. 

[0027] Step 3 : although the member A enjoyed other arbitrary members and 
conversation through chat service for a whiiewhen member B (8) and the talk which 
Sivefor example in Germany risewhen it is judged that the interest range was in 
agreementas shown in drawing 7The member profile reference link (23) of member [ in 
a Java applet ] B (8) is clicked. 

[002S]When this Sink is ciickeda linguistic study community broker (3) accesses to a 
member profile server (Dgenerates the web page (24) which shows the members B 
profileopens the new window of the browser of member A (7)and makes it display 
there. 

[Q029]The member A checks persona! informationseeing the member's B profile 
shown in the window (24) of the browser opened newly. For exampiethe body of 
sexagea mug shotschool educatbnand an addressetc. is identified. The accuracy of 
the contents is guaranteed by this service entrepreneur 

[OOSOjStep 4 : when the member A (7) judged that it was satisfactoryseeing the 
profile (24) of member 8 (8}or when it gets interested in a partnerFrom the address 
(2728) waved to the Internet telephony terminal of member B (8) in a 
profilecommunication by the Internet telephony can be established and conversation 
with a partner can be enjoyed. 

[OOSIjThis address (2728) is a hyperlink with the address information of member 8 
(8)in order to start the Internet telephony terminal software, , [ how this hyperlink is 
processed or of which internet telephony software and a protocol are startedand ] It 



is dependent on the software and its Internet telephony service provider of each 
Internet telephony terminal whether it can communicate with two or more partners 
simultaneously using multicasting. 

[0032] Step 5: As shown in drawing 6th e member who logs in can log out by pushing 
the logout button (18) of a web page always. The button (18) of this logout is always 
displayed also on whether he would like to be generated by a linguistic study 
community broker (3)and the becoming web page. When the member under login has 
forgotten iogouta chat server (2) detects the member as for whom fixed time does 
not have use of chat serviceperforms automatic logout of the member by 
timeoutandas for a chat server (2)defetes the member from a self-server, 
[0033]Nextthe details of drawing 4 relevant to operation of each step of above- 
mentioned drawing 3 - drawing 7 are explained. 

[0034] Prawing 4 shows the web page (11) displayed on a member's browser in Step 1 
of drawing 3 , A member logs in by pushing a login button (13) after an inputand follows 
to Step 2 of drawing 3 the login name (11) and password (12) which were given to the 
member 

[0035] Dtawing 5 shows the state where the member was able to distribute to three 
groups (ABC) by the linguistic study community brokerto two or more Japanese- 
German chat corners. Per each chat cornera login members upper limit is restricted 
so that it may become the optimal number for heaping up load sharing and a chatand 
when exceeding the restriction numbera new chat corner is set up. People who make 
Japanese and German a native language can distribute so that it may be mixed 
uniformly, 

[0036]The Java applet of the chat client is embedded at the web page (14) displayed 
on a member's web browser in Step 2 of drawing 3and the member can perform a 
chat to it here as shown in dra vying _8. The member can log out by pushing a logout 
button (1 6) at any time. 

[00373A HTTP (Hyper Text Transfer Protocol) server part (20) is in a linguistic study 
community broker (19)and this communicates with a member s web browser. A 
linguistic study community broker (19) performs the directions (21) which distribute a 
iogin member to the group of a suitable chat corner to a chat server (22). The Java 
applet (15) of a chat client communicates with a chat server (22) with a chat protocol 
(13). 

[0Q38j Drawing 7 shows the state where the member clicked the member profile 
hyperlink (23) in the web page (23) of a chatand displayed other members' profile (24X 
Heresince it is a Japanese-German chat cornerthe profile (25) of German description 
and the profile (28) of Japanese description are displayed. The address (2728 (the 
same)) of the Internet telephony terminal which this member has in each is displayed, 
[OO303This address is a hyperlinkif this is clickedthe software of the Internet 
telephony will start itand it can start communication by this partner and Internet 
telephone.

[Effect of the inventionjSince the person of a different country can teach the 
language of a mutual country mutually according to service of this inventionit is not 
necessary to pay a high charge of attendance which a mutual interest is in agreement 
and goes to a language school. 

C0041]Since it is appeaiabie to an Internet user as a neologism study teaming method 
which uses and depends for the Internet and can be freely done at a cheap feethe 
Internet user who wants to make an overseas friend especially can be won over,
